Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-8, filed 6/08/09, with respect to claims 1 3, 
15-26, 33, 35 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of said 
claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 13, 15-26, 33, 35 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach a proximity head as claimed in the instant application with a plurality of 
discrete conduits for delivering and removing fluid in the such that in the presence of an 
environment generator, a meniscus is formed.
